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Watch Those Granaries 


~ There is a lot of tough and: 
heated grain in bins ‘that many 
farmers think are dry. This. is 
particularly. true of grain. from 
last year. We have had a lot of 
wet, humid weather this sum- 
mer and fall and grain: which 
was dry last spring may not be 
by now. 


It. is not likely that the ele- + 


vators will take tough grain this 
fall so there may not be any way 
to get rid of it. There isn’t much 
profit in grain any way and so 
it has to be of the best possible 
grade in order to get as much 
as possible for it. Check your 
granaries tobe sure they are all 
right. 


Feed Those Calves- 

This is the time of year that a 
little grain fed to calves can real- 
ly pay off. Pastures are not as 
good as they were and. cows 
aren’t giving much milk.’ As a 
result calves often, start to. lose 
a bit of flesh. A bit. of grain fed 
now will prevent that sét-back 
at weaning time and .may give 
you an extra 100 to 150 pounds 
of weight per ealf by next spring.

profit. * 


Bangs Vaccination 

There is likely to be a change 
in the costs of vaccinating this 
fall which will reduce the cost: 
to. farmers a bit. It is also likely 
that ‘before long there will be 
a Federal Program of blood test- 
ing started. These programs’ of 
Vaccinating and testing are set 
up to reduce. the losses which 
farmers have had in the past 
from-Bangs disease and have so 
far. been very suceéssful where 
all farmers are participating in 
the program.
